Lincoln, when he ran for the presidency, 


ftood about as much ridicule and unmerited 
plander as any political candidate in our his- 
tory. However, he looms greater and greater 
with the passing of the years. 
His greatness 


lives on while most of the newspapers that 
vituperated him have died of dry rot. You con- 
trast Lincoln's standing in history with 
the 


things they said about him when he was alive. 
There never was a better illustration that the 
importance* and historical worth of a man can- 
not be judged by the generation in which he 
lives. 


It takes death and the perspective of time 


to "place" him properly. Most of the prominent 
people who rank highly now will be gone and 
forgotten within half a century. And the ones 
who survive time's sifting process and emerge 
truly great will be, in many cases, individuals 
\vho are underrated today. The ultimate posi- 
tion of Woodrow Wilson and Theodore Roose- 
velt in history, for instance, will not be known 
for at least fifty years. 


Be interested in politics, and earnest. 
But 


don't take it too seriously. The man you think 
is a veritable devil may prove by luck or the 
course of events to have within him the intelli- 
gence and spirit to save the nation, and the man 
you worship your sons may laugh at as a typi- 
cal demagogue, full of unworkable fool notions. 
Save your excitement, your worship and your 
liatred for matters in which individual judg- 
ment has a better chance of being right. 
No- 


body was ever a hundred per cent right about 
politics—the great statesmen are those whose 
guess is right a little better than half the time.
